This voices 
the traditional American spirit of magna- 
nimity and good will of which by this time 
the whole world must be fully cognizant 
and should be duly appreciative.

AMATEURS 

Based on the reported slaying of Amer- 
ican marines in Nicaragua; amateur diplo 
mats and statesmen all over the country 
have been having a fling at the steps taken 
by the administration to protect American 
lives and property there and demanding 
that the marines be withdrawn forthwith. 

Now, it turns out, no marines have been 
killed in Nicaragua. 

Other amateurs at Sacramento recently 
turned a deaf ear to pleas that they do 
something in aid of a Federal appropriation 
for emergency flood control work on the 
Colorado levees and scouted reports of 
heavy snow-fall in the mountains which | 
feed that mighty stream. Then, when 
it was too late, they tried to get out 
from: under their future responsibility by 
passing a half-hearted resolution . 
Washington to do something, after defeat- 
ing the original resolution for no better 
reason than that the man who offered it 
did not belong to the machine. Still other 
amateurs are trying to inject themselves 
into the Mexican situation. Their hand- 
work in China and in the Philippines is 
plainly apparent. 

The trouble with amateurs is that they 
are inclined to act without sufficient infor- 
mation—to go off half-cocked. It is the ama- 
teurs who have all the panaceas guaranteed 
(by them) to straighter out every difficult 
situation. It is the amateurs who slash 
knots and seek short cuts, while the expert, 
who has had experience and gained from 
it some realization of what he is doing, pa- 
tiently undoes the tangle. 

Yet one would not want to do away with 
the amateurs altogether, for sometimes the 
short cuts prove practicable. What should 
be recognized is that the chances are against 
them. 


AN AND THE STATE

The Declaration of Independence set forth 
a principle of relation between man and the 
state that sublates every form of tyranny, 
which is criminal, and oligarchy, which is 
hateful.
